(A) Indian Provinces . — The data here relate to 96 towns 
with an estimated population of 12,058 thousands. Informa. 
tion for Madras, West Bengal, Bihar & Assam could not he 
included. Tho total numbor of towns is 189 and their popu- 
lation is 23,618 thousands. Thus 51% of the total number of 
towns representing 54% of the total population is covered. 
Tho numbers of births and deaths recorded in those towns 


wire 10,413 and 5,7 38 representing birth and death rates of 
42 8 and 23 5 per thousand of population respectively. The 
table at tho end gives the position by provinces. 

Sambhal in U. P. was the only town which had a high 
death rate of 5 ) ■ 3 per thousand of tho population and this 
high death rate was to a considerable extent due to deaths 
from fever. 

(B) Unions and States . — The data here relate to 
14 towns with an estimated population of 1,710 thousands. 
Tho total number of towns is 24 and their population is 2,023 
thousands.
